0 those who visited the recent ex- 

hibition in Copley Hall, where the 
representative German paintings were 
on view last month, a second visit at the 
present time will offer a most marked 
contrast in the effects produced by the 
pictures now on the walls. Without de- 
tracting from the merits of the sober 
paintings by the Germans, it cannot be 
gainsaid that it is well for all concerned 
that they were shown first. Had they 
been scheduled to follow the glories of 
the inspired sunbursts of the great So- 
rolla now_on view I much fear that the 
artist and lay public would have sighed 
deeply in disappointment at the som- 
berness of the German show. 

But all is well. Boston has had a 
brilliant art season, now closing in 2 
success sure and ‘positive. 

There are 226 oil paintings on view in 
Copley Hall, all painted by one man, 
and all within a decade. It ig a record of 
achievement which can rarely be 
matched in variety, in wide range, in 
originality and in size and quantity. 

And these 226 subjects do not rep- 


resent over one half of the painter’s | 


work during this period of 10 years. 
From the little thumb-box sketches in 
the small gallery, little transcripts of

His portrait work is least successful, 
but in the “Senor Franzen” (22) he has 
painted a most successful and unusual 
portrait of a photographer in action.

The..Taft portrait, recently made at 
the White House, is not a success. It is 
too frivolous, and just here Sorolla has 
carried his perception of the gay into 
the depiction of that feature of the 
President’s character that, lacks dig- 
nity. It is well enough for the Presi- 
dent to attend the national game and 
eat peanuts, it is good to be jovial and 
optimistic, but a portrait of the Presi- 
dent of a great nation should slip his 
face down a pucker or two just to show 
how weighty he can look and just long 
enough for a distinguished artist to see 
a little deeper into his real thinking 
moods. F 

What Sorolla does for the most part 
is kurpassingly fine. His sea waves, broad 
sands, moving people, sunbathed land- 
‘scapes and breadth of treatment far out- 
weigh the few defects that appear im 
his portraits.

Sequoyah, Inventor of the 
Cherokee Alphabet, Promi- 
nent Character in History 
of Oklahoma. 


GUTURIE, Okla.—Shortly before ad- 
journment, the Oklahoma Legislature of 
1909 adopted a concurrent. resolution 
providing for a statue of Sequoyah, in- 
ventor of the Cherokee alphabet, to be 
placed in Statuary Hall at Washington. 

Sequoyah was a prominent character 
in the history and tradition of Okla- 
homa. Four years ago when the people 
of the Indian Territory drafted a consti- 
tution and knocked at the door of the 
Union for admission, they chose his 
name to designate their proposed state.

He invented his alphabet between the 
year 1822 and 1824. It consists of 85 
characters. He first taught his little 
daughter how to read and then others. 

The house in which Sequoyah lived is 
still standing and in good condition. It 
ix a double log structure, built of bhewed 
oak logs, which are still in a fair state 
of preservation. The house was built by 
Sequoyah.

There is an alternative, but it is 
doubtful if they would dare to take it, or if it would serve their 
purpose.in the end. It is to recognize what all the east knows—that 
the Sultan is not the real descendant of the Prophet—and to place 
a true Arab descendant on the throne. In all probability such a step 
would end in their realization of the words, “‘My father hath chastised 
you with rods, but I will chastise you with scorpions.”

He is an employee of one of 
the great electrical companies of a western iat 
city. For purely domestic purposes, his wife is a laundress, but she 
goes about this branch of her household work in a manner quite 
different from that usually followed. On Monday the family wash 
Is put into a tub and a switch is turned. Then, cuddling baby on her 
lap, the wife opens a newspaper and rocks and reads while the electric 
motor is swishing the clothes in the washing machine. Then the first 
step of the laundering process finished, “she rinses the automatically 
cleansed clothing in clear water, turns another switch and feeds the 
moist cloth through the rubber rolls of the wringer, which 1s operated 
by the same motor that ran the washing machine.” When the clothes 
are dried she irons them, of course, with electrical flatirons, and thus 
she concludes a branch of her housewifely labor which was formerly 
a drudgery, but which has now become a positive pleasure. But this 
is not all. 

The kitchen in this home has in it a gas stove. but it also has an 


electrical cabinet on which a goodly part of the meals is cooked. The 
cabinet is home-made, of dark stained wood, and on its broad shelf are 
several electrical “stoves,” plates of iron in which are resistance coils 
that warm up to a cooking heat when the current is turned on. The 
electrical oven stands on the floor when not in use, for it takes but an 
instant to screw the plug at the business end of its wire into the socket.

For months past Tabriz has been one of the centers of revolt 
of the nationalists against the tyranny of the Shah. ‘These national- 
ists, like the court party, belong, not to the native Persian race, but to 
the dominant Turkish stock ; they hold, in fact, a relation to the Shah 
very similar to that af the Young Turks to the Sultan. According 
to the reports circulated by the court party the condition of the Tabriz 
garrison is pitiful, and the Russian consul reports that 100,000 people 
are starving, and are only prevented from surrendering by fear of a 
general massacre. This has been advanced as a reason for the 
Russian: occupation, but it is only one side of the story. Satar Khan, 
the insurgent leader, declares that the whole story is a fabrication, 
invented by the court party to procure Russian intervention, and so to 
bring about the defeat of a movement which, failing that intervention, 
is assured of success. His implication pretty broadly is that the 
success of the movement, and the establishment of a strong govern- 
ment in northern Persia, would be almost as fatal to the ambitions of 
Russia as to those of the Shah. In the tangle of eastern politics it is 
difficult for any one outside the foreign offices of the world to be very 
sure of their ground, but if it should prove that the Russian interven-

‘The impression is given 
that until then time and labor can be more 
profitably employed elsewhere. The Panama 
canal will not affect American trade with the 
far more populous and prosperous Atlantic coast of South America; 
yet just as little has been done there to promote American exports on 
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a large scale as on the Pacific. The fundamental reason for this 
failure is that Americans will not meet European competition on its 
own ground, but are endeavoring to introduce their own methods. 
The latter will never do, because, thanks to the hitherto undisturbed 
predominance of European commerce, the South American standard 
is distinctly European. 

To the European exporter the foreign market is a market apart, 
with its own special requirements ; to the American it is an outlet for 
his surplus production. The rapidity with which the Germans have 
developed their exports to the great South American centers is due to 
the skill with which they meet local tastes and requirements, and the 
readiness with which they give long credit.

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| conditions at present is the steel and copper 
The | situation. These industries have been lag- 

_ ging behind in the onward march of business 
for a long time past. It is believed now that 
both steel and copper are in better demand 
than has been the case at any time since the 
panic of 1907. This opinion is borne out 
by the reports of various steel manufacturers 
and copper producers. Prices of both metals 
are quite low and profits are small, but increased activity in these lines 
indicates a healthy state of affairs and prices will adjust themselves as 
they always do—on the basis of supply and demand. 

The quarterly report of the United States Steel Corporation, to 
be issued next Tuesday, promises to be much better in the showing it 
makes of net earnings than has been generally anticipated. Certainly 
the high prices of Steel securities in the stock market would indicate 
that their holders either are not frightened at a prospective poor 
exhibit of net receipts or have an abiding faith in the corporation’s 
earning power of the future. Chairman Gary is quoted as saying 
that there has been a distinct improvement in the steel business within 
the past ten days. Independent steel manufacturers also say that 
there has been a marked increase in the number of orders booked. 
It is pointed out that consumers a month ago wanted to make “short 
contracts” because they thouglit prices would go still lower; but now 
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agricultural states of the Union—lowa and 
Minnesota—their assault upon the high 
protective features of the revenue measure 
reported by the finance committee should cause no surprise. Senti- 
ment throughout the West has long been setting strongly toward 
lower schedules, but political exigencies have seemed to require that 
this sentiment be made a secondary consideration, the policies for 
which the Republican party stands generally being placed first.
